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SUMMARY OF EXAMINER INTERVIEW ON DECEMBER 29, 2010 

This paper provides a summary pursuant to MPEP 713.04 of a telephonic Examiner 
Interview conducted on December 29, 2010 between the Examiner and Garland Charpiot, 
Attorney for the Applicants. 

Examiner and Attorney reviewed numerous sections of the Park reference (U. S. 
Application 2003/0225705 Al). Attorney argued that the "image" referred to in Park, e.g. 
[0015], was merely an image used to print a negotiable instrument, such as a check. Attorney 
further argued that the term "negotiable instrument image file" (Park, [0015]) was misleading, in 
that the only items that Park creates that are negotiable are the checks that are printed. 
Consequently, Attorney argued that combination of Jones and Park does not teach or suggest all 
of the elements of claim 9. 

Examiner stated he would have to review the Park reference in more detail before 
agreeing or disagreeing. So, Examiner and Attorney have tentatively scheduled a second 
interview for 2:00 p.m. on December 31, 2010 to resolve the issue. Attorney appreciates the 
promise of a careful review of the Park reference by the Examiner and looks forward to the 
December 31, 2010 interview. 
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
